I t Is In so lv e n t—T e rrib le F loods in C hina— 
Loss o f Life. 


S a w 
F b a k c i s c o . August 25th.—Chinese 
advices received to-day state that theCoreau 
Government baa become virtually insolvent, 
and is unable to meet even its petty engage­ 
ments, such as salaries to foreign em ­ 
ployes. A nother break occurred in the 
em bankm ent of Yellow River, at Chang 
Kin and in tbe province of Shan Tung, on 
Ju ly 22d. The break extends for twenty- 
four hundred feet, and the water which 
flowed through it submerged ten districts. 
In tbe lower portions of tbe flooded dis­ 
trict, ibe water stooti twelve feet high. A 
large num ber of buildings were destroyed, 
and a telegram from the scene of the dis­ 
aster to the Chinese authorities states tbe 
num ber of people drowned is so large they 
cannot be counted. 
An appeal for aid has 
been made tor those rendered destitute by 
the disaster.

M arshal N agle Pays H is Com pli­ 
m ents to H is T railticers— 
H e D efies Them.

M ARSHAL NAGLE. 


H e Says H e C an P ro v e H is C h a rac te r By 
Ju d g e s Sabin a n d B eatty . 
S an Fbakcisco, August 25th—In an in­ 
terview with a reporter Marshal Nagle re­ 
ferred to certain articles which have been 
published in a recent issue of a sensational 
journal. 
H e denounced them as mean, 
untrue, malicious, aud altogether vicious 
and misleading. 
"I deny,” said he, “that any act that I 
have ever been engaged in has been undir- 
handed or cowardly. 
I deny that I have 
ever been the cowardly blackguard that 
the paper in question has tried to make me 
out. 
I am not a gambler, and I defy any 
one to prove that I am a thief. I have 
lived a hard life on the frontier, and from 
the nature of m y occupation have been 
compelled to be engaged in desperate en­ 
counters and precarious pursuits : but no 
m an can ever say that I took an unfair ad­ 
vantage of an opponent, or struck at him 
when he was down. 
“In my career at Pioche, Piam enta, Tuc­ 
son, Tombstone and other frontier towns, 
I have followed my occupation as legiti­ 
mately as any officer of the law could do. 
I can satisfy any m an, who is at all dis­ 
posed to be fair, that this is the truth. 
I 
will not go to such persons as that paper 
quotes in reference to m y character. 
“I will produce such men as Justice 
Beatty of the Supreme Court of California, 
Senator Stewart and other m en of equal 
standing to prove the lie to such state­ 
ments as that paper has published about 
me. The characters who are quoted as 
authority for these assaults upon me have 
suffered at my hands as an officer of the 
law and are now taking the mean revenge 
of their class. 
My time will come, and I 
know that I shall be completely vindi­ 
cated of all such aspersions.” 
Nagle’s m anner 
was impressive and 
earnest w hile delivering these sentences 
and they proved him to be no mean orator. 
The reporter asked him w hether it would 
have been possible for Mrs. Terry, during 
the time she was prostrate over the body of 
her husband, to have secured any weapons 
that may have been concealed about his 
person. 
“ Do you th in k Terry was a m an to at­ 
tack another w ithout a weapon to defend 
him self? I know I should have been cut 
to pieces if I did not shoot as I did,” was 
tbe reply. 
Nagle also gave a brief description of the 
shooting, which was graphic in the ex­ 
treme. Said he: 
"I saw Terry approach Judge Field and 
also the blow w ith which the Judge was 
struck. 
I arose to m y feet instantly and 
said to T erry : ‘Stop th a t; I am an officer.’ 
I never shall forget his expression as he 
looked at me. H is eyes were filled with 
hate and defiance, and as he drew back I 
noticed that his teeth were set, and he 
seemed to growl and draw in his breath 
like an infuriated beast. I saw his hand 
brought back as if he was about to draw 
something from his breast, and I knew then 
that I m ust either kill him or be cut to 
pitees. The next instant Terry was upon 
the floor.” 
Since Nagle has sprung into such re­ 
m arkable prom inence by his exploit as the 
defender of Justice Field, he has been in 
receipt of a great num ber of letters from 
men of prom inence throughout the United 
States. As is to be expected, they com­ 
mend his act w ithout qualification. They 
are mostly from lawyers, and m any of them 
contain suggestions for his defense. The 
copy herewith is a sample of the tone and 
character of the most of them . The one 
given is from a recognized leader of the 
New York bar: 
New Y'ork City, August 16,1889. 
Depoly Lnitcd States Marshal, Stockton, Col.— 
My d e a r S ir : I have just written to my friend, 
Hon. Stephen J. Kieid. congratulating him on 
his escape with his life, due to a good provi­ 
dence and through your instrumental^}*. It 
was a wise act of Attorney-General Miller to 
provide for the protection of Justice Field by 
the appointment ef an officer of the Govern­ 
ment to accompany him. and the selection of 
you for that trust was fortunate. 
Terry and his companion contemplated the 
assassination of Justice Field, no doubt, and 
your prompt action was the saving of his life. 
It was. a good shot, officer, and tbe feeling in 
the East is that yon ought to be pensioned for 
gallantry, and we would like to subscribe to a 
fund for that purpose. 
Judge Field, with ail his other great and good 
qualities, is a kind-heaited, charitable and for­ 
giving man. He was too lenient in dealing 
with the assassin, Terry, long ago. It is better, 
now. perhaps, that he acted as he did, ignoring 
himself aud simply protecting the dignity oí the 
high Court over which he presided. Y'ours

CRU ISER CHARLESTON. 


T he M achinery in S plendid C ondition—A 
H igh R a te o f Speed. 
Los A n g e les, August 25tb.—The new 
cruiser Charleston has accomplished a feat 
which has probably never been equaled by 
any other man-of-war of anv navy of the 
world. 
She made an official trial run of six con­ 
secutive hours under forced draft, Friday, 
and developed an average of eighteen and’ 
an eighth knots per hour. 
He* machinery 
worked to the entire satisfaction oí her 
builders, and also the Government repre- 
sentaiives aboard, and there can be no 
doubt she filled the requirem ents of the 
comrsct and will soon be accepted as a 
valuable acquisition to the new American 
navy. 
There are m any rem arkable features con­ 
nected with the trial. The continuous run 
of six hours under forced draft at a high 
rate of speed which the Charleston devel­ 
oped has certainly never been approached 
by any vessel of her class. 
The prototype 
of the Charleston, the Japanese cruiser 
Naniwa Kan. made an average of eighteen 
and nine-tenths knots over a run of one 
measured mile, but the Charleston devel­ 
oped almost tbe same rate of speed over a 
course of neaily one hundred and nine 
miles. 
DuriDg the short run last W ednesday, 
when a tem porary disarrangem ent of her 
machinery caused a suspension of the trial, 
the Charleston at one time made a rate of 
over nineteen knots, and developed a speed 
superior to that of her prototype. 
Y ester­ 
day she demonstrated the severe and con­ 
stant lest to which her m achinery could be 
put. 
Naval engineers now on the Charleston 
express a decided opinion as to the 7,600 
horse-power claimed for the Naniwa Kan, 
and do not hesitate to say that tbe Japanese 
cruiser never showed that development. 
A chief engineer of long experience in the 
navy said it was impossible for cylinders 
tbe size of those of the Naniwa Kan to de­ 
velop that am ount of horse-power. 
H e also declared that the Charleston 
would have bad no difficulty yesterday in 
developing 8,000 horse-power if the ship 
had been large enough to be provided con­ 
veniently with cylinders of sufficient size 
to use tbe steam which was being made in 
the present boilers. 
H e expressed tbe 
highest adm iration of the Charleston's be­ 
havior yesterday, and declared that she had 
developed the requisite horse-power Rnd 
filled all her requirem ents, and that her 
rec»rd bad never been equaled by any other 
man-of-war. Ninety-five pounds ot steam 
was indicated during the run yesterday. 
The safety-valve was blowing off all the 
time. The rac ng of tbe forward engine, 
caused by the starboard propeller jum ping 
out of water in the heavy sea, increased 
the revolutions sometimes to 125 per m in­ 
ute. but this was offset by the depth to 
which the propeller sank when the vessel 
rolled to the other side, and 116 revolutions 
is regarded as a fair average for the entire 
run. 
Considerable excitem ent 
prevailed on 
tbe Charleston during the trial. 
Such a 
high rate of speed had not been experi­ 


enced by few if any of those on board. 
The whole ship seemed to quiver under 
the force of the powerful m achinery. The 
American flag was flying aft during" the six 
hours' run, and several passing steamers 
sainted the cruiser as she left them in her 
wake. 
The long run under forced draft was a 
severe strain upon ail the men who were 
obliged to be in the engine-room and fire- 
room. The atm osphere was stifling, owing 
to the intense heat from the furnace and 
the fact that the hatches had to be covered 
with canvas to keep the flying cinders from 
the machinery. 
A corps of naval engineers was stationed 
in various localities in the engine-room 
taking data for computing the horse power. 
The men in the fire-room suffered more 
than any one else. Coal was poured into 
the furnaces for six long hours, and the 
nien never left their posts for a m om ent in 
alt that tim e. The black smoke rushiDg 
from the funnel showed the desperate ef­ 
forts which were beiDg made below, and 
the smoke-stack was so hot it burned the 
faces of persons passing near it. 
YVhen the trial was over the first sound 
heard upon the vessel was the loud cheers 
of the men in the fire-room, and in a few 
moments as m any of them ’ as could be 
spared came rushing up the ladders with 
smoke-begrimed faces and renewed their 
demonstrations on deck. 
Irving M. Scott was the recipient of many 
congratulations from the naval officers, 
and the members of the board crowded 
around and gave him a cheer. It is im pos­ 
sible at this tim e to ascertain the develop­ 
m ent of the horse-power yesterday with 
any degree of accuracy. Calculations will 
not be made for some tim e npon the data 
obtained to-day, but approxim ations, as 
made by the naval engineers, indicate a de­ 
velopm ent of 6,200 horse-power by the 
m ain engines, to which 400 is added for the 
auxiliary engines, m aking a total develop­ 
m ent of 6,700. This figure, it is claimed, 
will be w ithin the limit. 


ROUGH ON TOUGHS. 


T he O regon Officers H an d le R oughs an d 
O utlaw s Severely. 
In d ependence, (Or.,) August 25.—Inde­ 
pendence has been the scene of cowboy 
scrapes this week as well as scandal. Al­ 
though it has only a population of 1,200 
people, they are a determined set and will 
not tolerate any act of lawlessness. 
Last 
evening a young, strong, able-bodied man 
named W illiams, recently from Eugene 
City, became very 
boistrous and was 
prom ptly arrested by City M arshal George 
Macaulay. 
W illiams refused to go, when 
the Marshal drew a pistol, shoved it under 
W illiam s’ nose and told him to accompany 
him . 
W illiams said: “ Shoot, I ’m not 
afraid.” The M arshal im m ediately turned 
the revolver and clubbed him over the eye 
and back of the head until he was willing 
to go. H e will bear the m arks of the beat­ 
ing to his grave. 
Thursday evening four fellows. A rthur 
Miller, R. H. Buckley, L. H . Shattuck and 
Jam es Hilderbrand. who had been work­ 
ing in the harvest field and had just been 
paid off, came in and avowed their inten­ 
tion of taking the town. Shattuck was im ­ 
mediately arrested and his friends said he 
would not be taken to jail. The Marshal 
called on the crowd for assistance and then 
waded into them with his billy. 
Miller 
was knocked down and he fell like an ox. 
All four were throw n into a cell and last 
evening given a hearing. 
All are charged 
with being drunk and disorderly. Miller, 
Buckley and H ilderbrand are also charged 
with resisting arrest and aiding tne escape 
of a prisoner. They were bound over until 
next W ednesday in $100 bonds each. 
It 
is likely the last three nam ed will go to the 
penitentiary.

Steele Brothers of this county made a 
thirty-daj run with a steam thrasher and 
thrashed 60,000 bushels.

P o r tla n d , August 25th.—A considerable 
num ber of counterfeit greenbacks are in 
circulation here. They are on several dif­ 
ferent banks, but are all of the denom ina­ 
tion of $10, and are all worn and m any of 
them patched, some with pieces of genuine 
bills. A num ber of retail dealers have 
taken these bills, and not a day passes but 
some of them are presented at the various 
banks. 
0 wing to large Eastern im migration green­ 
backs are coming into more general circu­ 
lation here ot late. The am ount handled 
by the banks is about doable w hat it was 
two years ago. The counterfeit bills are 
well calculated to deceive any one except 
an expert. By careful exam ination tbev 
can be detected, as the signatures of the 
president and cashier are printed w ith a 
stamp. 
Tbe num ber of the bill is printed in 
darker ink than the genuine bills, and the 
lathe work around the figures denoting the 
value of the bills is seen under a magnify­ 
ing glass to be uneven. These counterfeits 
have become so widely distributed that 
there is no probability of detecting the per­ 
sons who worked them off on the public.

August 25.h.—Spring 
Lake reservoir, near Fiskville.iu thesouth- 
west corner of Cranston, about fifteen miles 
from the city, which supplies the whole 
row of mill villages aloDg the l ’awtuxet 
river, burst this afternoon and came down 
the valley. Mrs. Greene, aged sixty, Mrs. 
Hawkins, aged ninety, and M rs.Tew’s son, 
seven years old, were walking through a 
strip of wood and were overtaken by the 
flood and drowned. 
The 
bodies were 
found in the wood, through which the 
water quickly ran nntil it emptied into the 
Paw tuxet river. The river rose rapidly 
aud caused considerable alarm among the 
people along its banks, w ho thought the 
Ponegansett reservoir, 
the 
biggest in 
the 
State, 
had 
gone. 
Many 
of 
them, 
left 
their 
houses 
a n d " fled, 
but the flood subsided as rapidly as it 
had come. The path of the water from 
the reservoir was through a thinly settled 
country, and the only damage to property 
was the wrecking of a stable and the de­ 
molishing of three road bridges. 
The cause of the bursting of the dam is 
believed to be a spring that existed under 
the middle of the dam. The builders did 
not take sufficient precaution to choke 
this spring and it underm ined the dam. 
Earl Dodge, nine years old, was with the 
party that was overtaken and drowned. 
H e escaped with some bruises by clinging 
to a tree. 


T H E B R IT ISH GOVERNM ENT. 


I t H as No In te n tio n o f P ro v o k in g a 
C ollision w ith tlio U nited S tates. 
N ew Y o rk , August 25th.—George W. 
Smalley cables from London to the Tribune 
as follows: 
The view of the Government 
is clear. They will not follow Canadian 
counsels. They do not mean to provoke a 
collision in the waters of the North Pacific. 
They think the acts of tbe American cruiser 
unwarranted by international 
law, un­ 
friendly and indefensible, and they will 
say so to tbe American Government, though 
in diplomatic phrase. They hope that in­ 
structions will be given from YVashington 
to prevent a repetition of the seizures, but 
they are not in search of a casus belli nor 
anxious to discover grounds for hostility in 
what they still assume to be the caprices of 
an overzealous revenue officer. 
They de not propose to send a British 
fleet or a single British vessel to protect 
British sealers. 
They know that the con­ 
cession on which the Alaska Company 
claims its monopoly comes to an end in a 
year, and they hope to arrange all causes of 
dispute by friendly negotiations before 
then, if met in the same spirit. They are 
confident this can be done without loss of 
dignity or interest on either side. 
Aggres­ 
sion might, if wanton, or insult, if flagrant, 
force them into a more active policy, and 
it depends 011 W ashington, not Ottawa, 
w hether this shall be done; but I know 
that there is tbe strongest possible wish to 
escape thenecessity of reseming any Am eri­ 
can act or protecting English ventures by 
means of any show of arms, nor is there 
any disposition to believe that the Am eri­ 
can Government or any mem ber of it has 
any desire to adopt a policy of irritation. 
A Tribune editorial says in regard to the 
Behring Sea; 
“ The Cleveland adm inistra­ 
tion made a fatal m istake in entering into 
negotiations with England respecting the 
North A tlantic fisheries when the Senate 
by a formal resolution had expressed its 
disapproval of that method of^procednre, 
and when Congress had defined an alter­ 
native course by enacting two retaliation 
bills. T hat blunder is not likely to be re­ 
peated by the Republican adm inistration. 
If any method of settlem ent is attem pted 
the Senate will doubtless have an oppor­ 
tunity of considering in advance the expe­ 
diency of that policy. 
It will also be ad­ 
visable if negotiations are conducted for 
effecting a settlem ent of the question of 
disputed jurisdiction to include Russia in 
the agreement. 
“ There are breeding grounds for the fur 
seal in the Russian half of Behring Sea 
and adjacent waters, and if measures are to 
be taken for protecting the fisheries of the 
eastern half, a uniform policy covering the 
entire sea should be adopted. This can 
only be done by concerted action on the 
part of the United States, Russia and Great 
Britain. An International 
Commission, 
in which the three powers are represented, 
will have the power to settle tbe contro­ 
versy in an anthoritive way, and Canada 
will have less opportunity for blocking the 
negotiations from selfish motives.” 


CRIM ES O F T H E R IC H . 


T hey A re O ften C overed Up by Im p ris­ 
o ning th e V ictim s. 
C hicago, August 25th.—A startling com­ 
plaint has been made to the State Board of 
Charities by Rev. S. D. Kemerer, of Orton- 
ville, in which a m illionaire citizen of 
Minneapolis, whose nam e Governor Mer- 
riarn refuses to divulge, is charged with the 
ruin of a young woman who was after­ 
wards sent to an insane asylum to conceal 
the crime. 
The story related by Effie Curtis, the 
yonng girl, is that she left home, in Beards­ 
ley to accept a position in the home of a 
wealthy Minneapolis citizen. She had been 
there but a short tim e when she was crim ­ 
inally assaulted by the millionaire. 
H e 
then sent her to D uluth to St. Peter Asy­ 
lum . 
She charges that the authorities 
knew the facts, and took charge of her to 
cover up the crime. She also claims that 
the conduct of the inm ates of the asylum 
is very im m oral. A girl recently dis­ 
charged from the hospital related the above 
story.

YVe have not put our evidence in the news­ 
papers, as we consider the proper place to try 
Field is in the Court. His guilt or innocence 
shall be determined in the manner provided by 
law; and it is the duty of the Governor to see 
that the laws of this State are properly exe­ 
cuted. 
But he has no right to interfere with a judicial 
department or attempt f> influence the judg­ 
ment of Courts in favor of persons accused of the 
highest crime known to the law.

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EUROPEAN COMPLICATIONS. 


The anxiety of Greece to assume tlie 
task of pacifying the Cretans; the unwill­ 
ingness of Germany and England to permit 
her to meddle with the insurrection; the 
fcolicitude of Turkey that the insurgents 
shall be quieted on almost any terms short 
of removal of the Turkish officers; the 
restlessness of Russia under the threat of 
England to extend a protectorate over 
Crete; the belief that Bulgaria will de­ 
clare 
her 
independence; 
are feverish 
signs 
that 
indicate a condition 
that 
may eventuate in a general European 
war. 
The recent reception of the Ger­ 
man 
Emperor 
in 
England, 
and 
the 
open manifestation of cordiality between 
the Queen and her grandson, and the Em­ 
peror and the heir apparent to the British 
throne, are construed to mean a firm ce­ 
menting of the alliance between England, 
Germany, Austria and Italy. 
It is just 
possible that undue importance has been 
given to the royal visit to England and 
•he great naval display in honor of the 
Emperor, but it 
is 
very 
difficult to 
accept 
the 
suggestion 
that 
the oc­ 
casion, 
and 
all 
the 
accompanying 
display of arms and ships of war, has no 
other meaning than a social one. 
Kings 
do not need to engage in such exercises to 
testify their friendliness, nor do they often 
do 
so, 
except 
with 
the 
purpose 
of 
impressing their people in a particular 
manner. 
It was certainly intended in the 
present instance to sweep away the im­ 
pression that has gained currency, that the 
Emperor is at “outs” with his English 
relatives, and disposed to treat them cav­ 
alierly. 
It is well known that the war 
party in Germany has of late been very 
active and jubilant, and has gone so far as 
to make demonstrations of enthusiasm over 
the Swiss question, and to urge the Gov­ 
ernment to provoke a difficulty with the 
little republic. 
It lias done more, in re­ 
viving the spirit of hatred towards France, 
and in appealing to the traditions of en­ 
m ity between the two nations, claiming 
that the struggle between Franee and Ger­ 
many must come sooner or later and that 
there never can be so propitious a time as 
the present. 
This party looks upon the 
Cretan question as a means of provoking 
Russia and inducing France to ally her­ 
self with the Czar, thus giving Germany 
the excuse for arming against the Repub­ 
lic. 
The situation in Russia is not less 
forbidding. 
The Czar has never had less 
close relationship with the German States; 
he has been the most diligent of his order 
in excluding German influences from his 
realm, 
lie is more restless to-day than 
ever before under the restraint that hems 
Lira in his commerce and that makes the 
Dardanelles a fetter to his naval freedom. 
It is not likely that the recent demonstra­ 
tions in England in honor of the Emperor 
o f Germany were pleasant to him, and he 
w ill lie very apt to consider them as a 
shadow upon his own reception should he 
adhere to his present purpose to call upon 
the Emperor of Germany. 
As to Austria 
there can be no cordial feeling toward 
L-xvsia, and in return the latter very ill 
conceals the irksomeness of the obligations 
that require the two Governments to 
maintain apparent friendly relations. The 
slestiny of the Slavonic States will not be 
fixed until Austria 
and 
Russia 
have 
broken the restraint that makes them 
formally friendly, while secretly envious, 
jealous and distrustful. 


M r . I I a i .k o r d has commenced an ac­ 
tion to restrain the conscienceless cigar­ 
ette manufacturers from using the jiortrait 
of his daughter as an advertisement of 
their wares. 
There is an evil in this bus­ 
iness of pictorial advertising that must be 
met by legislation presently, and with such 
nltaching penalties as will make these ras­ 
cal» cease their nefarious work. 
W e know 
an instance in which the j»erson of a 
worthy lady of retiring disposition and 
domestic habit, who is blessed with great 
beauty of face and form, has been thus 
wantonly pictured. 
Her sons and daugh­ 
ters were horrified the other day to see 
lier face in one of these advertising de­ 
vices for liquor and tobacco displayed upon 
the highway. 
That was not the worst of 
it—by the art of the photographer, who 
obtained tiie portrait from a negative 
taken for on«* of the sons of the lady, the 
bead of the figure is mounted upon a 
nearly nude and grossly indecent picture 
o f a woman’s body. 
No stej>s have been 
taken to punish the publishers, because to 
do so will necessitate dragging the name 
o f the lady before the public, and subject­ 
ing her and her family to humiliating 
scenes in Court, and to distasteful conten­ 
tion. There must be some means provided 
to put a stop to this promiscuous use of 
the personal right of another. 
By the 
system of amateur photography that has 
come into use, and the new style of cam­ 
eras that can be carried in the pocket, and 
are charged for the taking of a hundred 
instantaneous pictures, the features of any 
one can be photographed without his or 
bcr knowledge, on the street, while at the 
dour of the home, in the public assembly, 


almost anywhere, and the copy used for 
any purpose. 
This has its uses for good, 
but its abuses are numberless, and of a 
character th at will call for the enactm ent 
of laws to protect people in the right to ; 
their own features. 
If men and women 
have not the inalienable right to the pri­ 
vacy of their own countenances, then there 
is very certainly broken down one of the 
supposed guarantees of liberty, and one of 
the most sacred of personal rights. 


N ow it is Mr. Depew who testifies to 
the poverty of the American exhibit at 
the Paris Exposition. 
It appears to hu­ 
miliate all intelligent Americans 
who 
search out the meager display this country 
makes. 
But the outcome i9 precisely what 
the R e c o r d -U n io n warned the people 
would result at the time of the hot debate 
concerning appropriations for the proposed 
Ixmdon exhibition of California products. 
It will be remembered that this journal 
proved from the instructions of the Amer­ 
ican Commissioners, and the regulations of 
the Board of Promotion of the Exhibition, 
that an American success at Paris was 
impossible, and that any attempt to make 
an exhibit there would be "wasted energy. 
The refusal to permit States to group their 
exhibits, the rule that requires all classes 
of goods from one country to be distributed 
into corresponding departments, the re­ 
fusal of the American Commission to 
demand distinct space for States, all indi­ 
cated what the result must be. 
Added to 
these facts was that other, that the Amer­ 
ican Commission, early in its existence, 
developed proofs of its total failure to ap­ 
preciate the situation, and that it was un­ 
able to see that the United States must be 
placed in a very unenviable light by the 
rules of the exposition, which were ad­ 
justed with an eye single to giving France 
the lion’s share of display, praise and 
premium awards, and hence it did not 
require prescience of a remarkable order 
to forecast the humiliation that has been 
visited upon our people. 
We have one 
thing at least to be thankful for, and that 
is, that California did not waste any money 
in making an attempt to display her 
products at Paris, as some of our citizens 
endeavored to have the Legislature do. 


A c c o r d in g to the statement of the 
masters of the British schooners which 
have been captured by, or have fled from 
the American revenue cutter in the Beh­ 
ring Sea, over 6,000 seals have been taken 
in deep water this season thus far. 
We 
may safely assume that those vessels that 
have not reported, and which are said to 
be fifty-five or sixty in nnmber, have taken 
a proportionate number of seals. 
This 
would make the total number as 75,000 
pelts taken this summer, and the season is 
not half over. 
At this rate, how long 
will the seal fisheries last ? Suppose the 
waters to be thrown open to all nations to 
take these fur-bearing animals, as the doc­ 
trine of an open sea would permit, how 
many seasons would elapse before the seals 
would be exterminated? 
Nearly all the 
illicit hunters take the 
seal in deep 
water, as it is passing from one rookery to 
another, a practice that—and there is no 
dispute on that score— will certainly ex­ 
terminate the animal. 
Moreover, these 
irregular hunters take cows, calves and 
bulls indiscriminately, whereas wise regu­ 
lation requires that only calves and cer 
tain others shall be taken, and only a 
given number of adults. 
If the sea is de­ 
clared open, therefore, it will not take 
three years to make the fur-bearing seal 
and sea otter as scarce as is the búllalo that 
civilization has driven from existence. 
Is 
this a w.se policy to pursue? 


IN OTHER LANDS. 


As was anticipated the cruiser Charles­ 
ton lias proved entirely successful on her 
trial trip. 
Running in a heavy sea that 
tossed her about violently, and kept one or 
the other of her twin screws out of the 
water a third of the time, she developed 
about 6,700 horsepower, and averaged 184 
knots for a run of six hours, or two 
hours more than the contract requires, thus 
demonstrating that under such conditions 
as should have prevailed the ship can ex­ 
ceed the required 19 knots rate of speed 
under maximum steam pressure. 
The 
success of the vessel is a triumph not only 
for her enterprising constructors, but for 
the State of California. 
We gain rank 
and importance in the estimation of the 
people of the East, just in proportion as 
we demonstrate our ability to handle great 
and national matters. 
It is these that 
command for us a place in the considera­ 
tion of the people of the East, and exact 
their 
acknowledgment," more than the 
products of the California soil. 
It was for 
that reason that we have always urged our 
political leaders to present California men 
at national conventions and assemblies for 
preferment, and to stand by them, for by 
so doing we prove our capacity to produce 
men worthy to be honored by the nation. 


A S a x F r a n c i s c o Court has decided a 
novel question : whether the child of a 
slave, born in slavery of a marriage accord­ 
ing to the custom of the cruel slavery days, 
and under a code that denied legitimacy 
of such marriages, can inherit the father’s 
estate, he having gained his freedom under 
the emancipation proclamation of Presi" 
dent Lincoln. 
The Court holds that eman­ 
cipation, which gave civil rights to the 
parents, legalized the marriage, nown .­ 
standing that the husband subsequently 
married a second wife under the slavery 
system and brought her into a free State, 
and there recognized her as his lawful 
wife. 
This is a sensible judgment, and 
accords with the reason and the equity of 
the case, though the Court declares that 
there is no precedent for it in this country. 
It is well that the Court made the first 
precedent, that it may lie of possible ben­ 
efit to any remaining ex-slaves who have 
heeu indoubt as to their relations to wives 
and children had in slavery. 
We may he 
pardoned, however, for expressing a doubt 
if even at this late day any Court of a 
Southern State would have arrived at the 
same judgment. 


I t issincerely to be hoped that the news 
of llippolyte’s success in Ilavti is true. 
Not that it makes much difference which 
of the two contending factic ns rules in the 
island republir, hut the final defeat of 
either puts an end to one of the most in­ 
human wars and gives rest to a people that 
have become so saturated with the spirit of 
brutal fighting that they are rapidly re­ 
trograding into barbarism.

N ew Y o r k , August 25th.—A cable spe­ 
cial to the Mail and Express from London 
says: The proposition made last night by 
T. W . Russell, Unionist, that a sanitary 
engineer be appointed to inspect Irish 
prisons, has already been acted upon by 
Mr. Balfour, who has wired to Ireland in ­ 
structions to have a sanitary engineer in ­ 
spect Londonderry Jail. Mr. Russell’s idea 
was to do something to appease the public 
outcry against Government indifference to 
the health of prisoners, which was shown 
up in very strong colors last night by Mr.

N ew Y o r k , August 
25th.—A Herald 
cablegram from Paris says : 
Sarah B ernhardt, who has so wonder­ 
fully impersonated death in all its phases, 
has just had a painful experience of its 
dread reality on the occasion of the funeral 
of her husband, M. Damala. 
A report was 
spread by the Jlappel to the effect that when 
the body was carried down to the ground 
floor of the house the coffin was found to 
be too small and it took an hour to make it 
large enough. During the operation it is 
said that the body was placed in an arm ­ 
chair, and B ernhardt had the courage to 
support the head on her shoulder the whole 
time. 
The sight was blood curdling and created 
a sad impression npon those present. In 
consequence of this statem ent Dr. Gannel, 
the physician who superintended the em ­ 
balm m ent of the body, has written the fol­ 
lowing letter to the editor of the R a p vel: 
‘‘After reading the article in the Jlappel, 
relating to the sad incident said to Dave 
taken place at the funeral of Damala, I beg 
leave to correct an involuntary error. The 
coffin was of proper size, but on account of 
the difficulty of lowering it from the first 
to the ground floor. I proposed to Mme. 
Sarah B ernhardt to leave it down stairs 
and bring down the body in an arm chair. 
The body was not im m ediately placed in 
the coffin simply because, according to the 
Greek rite, the latter had to be blessed bv 
the priest beforehand. It was then that 
Sarah Bernhardt held her husband's bead. 
"T his ceremony over, the body having 
been placed in the coffin with visage un­ 
covered, touching religious chants were 
intoned, which caused Mme. B ernhardt to 
shed abundant tears. 
"M me. Sarah B ernhardt’s courage was 
even greater than was stated in your paper, 
for she was present during the whole pro­ 
cess of embalming, which was most trying, 
on account ot the advanced state of decom­ 
position of the body, and she insisted upon 
herself arranging her husband's hair and 
beard as he used to wear them during his 
life.” 
Only by the death of Damala does the 
public learn w hat Sarah Bernhardt had to 
bear with him during the last three years. 
It is an open secret th at bis death was 
brought on by an overdose of m orphine or 
cocaine. Bernhardt did her best to wean 
his m ind from the habit, even employing 
mesmerists to put him to sleep at night 
af.er returning from the theater, but Da- 
m«la, while professing to bis wife to be 
cu ed, bought the drugs secretly, and quan­ 
tities of them were found in his bedroom 
after his death. 
They had robbed him of all his strength 
of body and mind.

“ California 
The New Cara for the 
W heels” Exhibit. 
Frequent reference has of late been made 
in the San Francisco papers to the comple­ 
tion of the new cars for the “California on 
W heels.” A R e c o r d - U n i o n reporter last 
week called upon W . C. Fitch, foreman of 
the railroad paint shop in this city, where 
the cars will receive their finishing touches, 
and found that they are not nearly com­ 
pleted. Indeed, the work on them is pro­ 
ceeding quite slowly. They are not to go 
East with the new exhibit until some tim e 
next November, and no necessity exists 
for rushing the work. 
The cars are two in num ber, and when 
completed will look very fine. They will 
possess many conveniences that the present 
exhibition cars do not. The latter are or­ 
dinary day coaches, and no special pains 
were taken with them . The new ones are 
remodeled sleeping coaches, from which 
the seats have been removed. The vesti­ 
bules will be retained, however, and there 
will be other conveniences for those travel­ 
ing with and having charge of the exhibit. 
One end of each car will be 
fin­

in

vestibule 
style, 
and 
they will be connected as one while

the 
circuit. 
The 
rich 
interior 
finish of the sleeping-coaches will be pre­ 
served. and the shelves and cases for the 
articles tor exhibition will be in keeping 
therewith. The cars will be lettered the 
same as those now on the road. The orig­ 
inal order for their construction mentioned 
the “Pullm an color” for outside finish, but 
this is liable to a change. One thing is 
certain, the train will be a moving palace 
of California industries when it starts on 
its winter tour of the Eastern cities. The 
fitting up of the cars will cost in the 
neighborhood of $5,000. 
The present exhibit is at Milwaukee, 
where the National Encam pm ent of the 
Grand A rm y will be held this week, and 
when that ends the cars will strike lor 
home. The exhibit has been replenished 
with fresh fruits,etc., for the occasion. Ith ts 
been on ihe road since last December, and 
has been viewed by the people of every citv 
of any size in the East. 
The Missouri-Pacific Railway is now fit­ 
ting np some of its cars íd which it is 
planned to display Missouri’s resources. 
They will be called “ Missouri on W heels,” 
in im itation of the California train.

orchard and vineyard, H e informed the 


R e c o r d - U n io n yesterday that a week ago 
he shipped to Chicago a quantity of irri­ 
gated grapes grown on his place near 
Brighton, and had just received a telegram 
announcing the fact that they sold for $5 a 
crate, which netted him eight cents a 
pound. 
This would am ount to $100 a ton. The 
reporter neglected to ask Mr. Stephens how 
m any tons per acre his vines yielded this 
year, but it is quite safe to assume that, 
being well irrigated, the product was five 
tons to the acre. At this late an acre of 
grapes would bring at the price mentioned 
$800. Allowance may be made for a far 
lesser yield, and even a lower price, and 
yet the profit would be several hundred 
dollars an acre. 
Mr. Stephens rem arked that, in his opin­ 
ion, the irrigated grapes are not nearly so 
palatable as those grown w ithout irriga­ 
tion, and would not, of course, m ake good 
w ine; but irrigation forces the growth and 
produces a large, beautiful berry, which 
catches the eye and sells well in the m ar­ 
ket. It seems a little odd, certainly, that 
one grower should make a profit of $100 a 
ton on bis grapes, while others near by 
cannot get enough for choice, non-irrigated 
wine grapes to w arrant their picking. 


F ire in th e C o u n try . 
The 
Galt 
Gazette of Saturday says: 
“ Shortly after noon yesterday a fire broke 
out on the H arper place, south of the lone 
Railroad track. The fire spread rapidly, 
taking a southerly direction, and traveled 
over the ranch of A. Marengo, destroying 
some fences and other property, and finally 
crossing inio the quarter section owned by 
.1. K. McKinstrv, near Iiadley’s old corner, 
about two and a half miles east of Galt. 
Here the fire completely encircled three 
large stacks of grain and a house and barn. 
A tierce fight was waged by about a dozen 
sturdy meu w ith wet grain sacks, who suc­ 
cessfully fought back the flames in the 
stubble field and saved the grain and bouse 
and barn from destruction. The wheat 
stacks belonged to A. A. Clough, he having 
farmed Ihe McKinstry place this season.”

I eat 
none at all. None other seem like grapes 
to me.” 
And from the m anner in which 
the Arkansas Senator proceeded to stow 
away bunch after bunch beneath his vest, 
it was evident he meant w hat he said.

Secretary Lelong of the Board of H orti­ 
culture and State Q uarantine Officer Rice 
have returned to San Francisco from their 
trip to Sacram ento and other connties 
They report an enthusiastic meeting of 
fruit-growers at Yuba City last W ednesday, 
and that the orchards and vineyards of that 
locality are in a healthy condiiion.

POLL-TAX GATHERERS SWOOP DOWN 
ON CHINESE HOP-PICKERS. 


A nd a Small-Sized Riot 
Ensues—Hop- 
Growers Com plain T hat Crooked 
Tilings are Done. 


If w hat is said be true some of the les­ 
ser 
official lights of 
onr neighborirg 
county of Yolo display more zeal than dis­ 
cretion in the discharge of their duties. 
Recently one of the W oodland papers went 
after them vigorously for the alleged m an­ 
ner in w hich the tram p elem ent was being 
worked for the purpose of getting money 
out of the county, and now the local of­ 
ficers seem to be on another track. This 
tim e it is poll-tax gathering—legitimate 
enough, when properly done. A R ecord- 
Union reporter was told yesterday that on 
Saturday a m an claim ing to be a deputy 
poll-tax and road-tax collector, accom­ 
panied by two m en arm ed w ith shotguns 
and pistols, presented him self at a hop 
ranch a couple of miles up the river from 
W ashington, where there are about 100 
ChiDamen employed in pickiDg hops. 
W ithout notifying the proprietor or any­ 
one else on the place of their purpose, 
these m en set to work surrounding the 
gang of Chinam en while at their dinner. 
On some of the latter attem pting to get 
away to their work, it is said the head of 
the official party struck one of the China­ 
men on the head with his revolver, laying 
him out. The other ChiDamen started to 
the relief of their fallen comrade, when the 
officer struck one of them and then re­ 
treated. 
In the m eantim e his shotgun 
supporters had skipped. 
The white men 
on the place came to the rescue of the 
would-be tax-gatherer, or he m ight have 
suffered harm . 
The collector, who bad failed to collect 
anything, returned to W ashington and 
laid charges against some sixteen of the 
Chinam en of assault with deadly weapons, 
with intent to com m it m urder. Accom­ 
panied by a Constable and a dozen or more 
of the brave residents of that burg, armed 
with shotguns, he w ent yesterday morning 
and arrested eight of the Chinamen on the 
ranch. Before reaching the ranch they 
arrested nine on the road, en route to Sac­ 
ramento, whom the tax-gatherer declared 
were among those who assaulted him the 
day before, but who proved to be men em ­ 
ployed on another ranch. 
The hop-growers on the Yolo side com­ 
plain that they have great difficulty in get­ 
ting men to work, as every Chinam an that 
comes along is subjected to an overhauling, 
and they assert that these men are some­ 
times made to pay for new tax receipts, 
even if they have others on their persons. 
Mr. Lovdal, an extensive grower of hops, 
says that out of seventy men he had 
engaged to go to his ranch, he could not 
yesterday get one to go, on account of the 
proceedings referred to, and those he did 
have refuse to work any longer. 
H e 
calls attention to the fact that in Sacra­ 
mento, Yuba, 
Sutter and other 
hop- 
growiDg counties the poll-tax collectors do 
not annoy the hop-pickers during the har­ 
vest season, recognizing the fact that it is 
an industry that should not be endangered, 
and because of the fact that they have 
eleven other m onths in the year in which 
to push their collections. 
It is said that the men arrested on Satur­ 
day and Sunday will contest the m atter to 
the bitter end in the Courts, and the result 
will be watched w ith no little interest by 
those concerned, 


TOO BIG A JOB. 
Je rry 
H aley T ries to W hip a L arger 
Man and Comea to Grief. 
Billy H untington, a pug who is credited 
w ith hailing from the wilds of M ontana, 
had a glove light at the Elite on Saturday 
night w ith Jerry H aiey of this city, whom 
he put to sleep in the thirty-fourth round. 
The M ontana m an weighed apparently 
some fifteen pounds more than Haley, was 
considerably taller, and m uch longer in 
reach. H e displayed a peculiar style of 
fighting. H e did very little of the hard 
work, but stood in the m iddle of the ring, 
his left arm extended fo its fullest length, 
and his body as im movable as if poiing for 
a photograph. H e did no arm -w ork at all 
in the way of sparring, sim ply waiting for 
an opening to get in a swinging blow or an 
upper-cut. 
Haley, on the contrary, was very active, 
doing all the leading, and getting in ten 
blows to his adversary’s one; but they 
seemed to have little effect on the burly 
Montana man, and served only to wind the 
little fellow. H e punished H untington 
considerably about the face, and frequently 
got in a straight blow with his left on the 
latter’s stomach, but all his blows seemed 
to be weak by the tim e his fist reached its 
object, as it was difficult for the little one 
to get to the other. 
Occasionally, when H aley would duck 
to escape a swinging right-hander, the big 
fellow’s left would come up and reach bis 
face ; and. although Haley bore no outward 
m arks of punishm ent, these “swingers” 
told severely on him , and he was the first 
to show signs of weakness. 
Little attention was paid to the rules 
and Haley frequently claimed a foul, but, 
the referee would not allow it. On one oc­ 
casion, about the tw entieth round, tim e 
was called while the men were in close 
quarters and delivering short-arm blows. 
Haley at once dropped his arms and broke 
away, but H untington rushed him and 
struck him several hard blows as he was 
starting for his corner. 
H aley’s friends 
howled with anger, and demanded that 
the little fellow be awarded the fight, but 
the referee paid no attention to the de­ 
mand. 
m 
On three other occasions Haley claimed 
that H untington had deliberately fouled 
him w hile clinching, by punching him in 
the groin with bis knee, one of the most 
contemptible tricks known to a ceitain 
class of fighters. 
It was evident that the 
Sacramento boy was badly injured, as he 
almost doubled up with " pain. 
These 
claims of foul were, like the rest, ignored. 
Alter the tw entieth round Haley was 
knocked down several times by the big 
fellow’s right-handers, and thrice it was 
supposed he would not be able to respond 
to the call of time, but before the ten 
seconds were called off he was on his feet 
and pushing the fight. Toward the end of 
the contest, H untington was him self so 
weak that if Haley had had a particle of 
strength left he could have knocked him 
out, but the little fellow was not equal to 
the task. 
In the last round H untington rushed at 
Haley and swung his long arm s about pro­ 
miscuously and aimlessly, and as Haley 
was too weak lo get out of their way, he 
caught a tap on the cheek and laid down. 
Failing to rise when tim e was called, the 
Montana m an was declared the winner. 
The fight lasted about two hours and a 
half. 
Haley proved him self as game a little 
fellow as ever undertook the uphill task of 
trying to whip a man who outranked him 
in size and weight, and no fairer fighter 
ever entered a ring. Trickery and fouling 
seent to be utterly unknow n to him . Upon 
inouiry yesterday it was learned that his 
only injury was in the groin, and that 
his condition fully justified his claim that 
he was fouled as stated.

“ GOD’S COUNTRY 


A n E n g in e e r’s O p in io n o f C e n tra l 
N o rth e rn C a lifo rn ia . 
“ Ah !” ejaculated Major Powell, Director 
of the Geological Survey, as the Senatorial 
party’s special train rolled down the slope 
of the Sierra Nevada on Saturday, at.d the 
grand panoram ic view of the Sacramento 
valley was unfolded to vision, “There lies 
God's country, the future paradise of the 
Pacific slope ! 
I tell you, gentlemen, this 
central and northern portion of California 
has a great futnre before it. 
I always 
thought so, and I am now more convinced 
of it than ever.” 
“T hat is indeed a beautiful picture," re­ 
marked Senator Jones of Arkansas, scan­ 
ning the broad yellow fields of the valley 
that stretched away toward the west till 
they were lost in the dim blue haze that 
enveloped the Coast Range, “and these Cal­ 
ifornians ought to be a happy people, 
blessed as they are with climate and 
broad acres of fertile soil.” 
"Yes,” said Major Towell, “ but wait 
until the people learn what a wealth they 
possess in the waters ot the streams that 
enter this valley and are now running use­ 
lessly out to the sea. 
W ait till these tillers 
of the soil awake to the realization of what 
irrigation car. do for them , and then you 
will see these broad plains made more pro­ 
ductive than they now are, and you will 
see. too, an em pire grow up where there 
are now but a few thousand persons.” 
"Y ou seem to take a deep interest in the 


solution of this irrigation problem. Major,” \ 
said the Record-U nion representative. 
¡ 
"Yes, sir, I do,” rejoined the engineer 
“It is the greatest question to-day in Amer­ 
ica, and the Government, as well as the 
people, are but just awaking to its im por­ 
tance. 
We have the land, and the water to 
make it productive; why, then, should 
they longer be allowed to fie dorm ant and 
valueless? 
Every few acres of irrigated 
land means a home, and every hom e means 
so much more productive wealth to the 
States and the N ation.” 
“You spoke more particularly of Central 
and Northern California a few m inutes ago. 
W hat are the prospects in the southern 
part of the State, as regards the reclamation 
of arid lands ? ” 
“ I referred to this part of the State,” re­ 
plied the Major, “because I am personally 
fam iliar with its general character. I know 
that N ature has done m uch for it, but I 
know also that m an’s enterprise and indus­ 
try can do m uch more. 
In the southern 
counties the people are already solving the 
water problem. 
They have already trans­ 
formed hundreds of thousands of acres of 
desert soil into productive fruit and grain 
growing land. The great trouble in some 
sections has been the scarcity of water. In ­ 
dividuals can, by the em ploym ent of capi­ 
tal, harness the waters of running streams, 
but where there are no streams, or where 
the volum e of water is small, individual 
enterprise can do but little. 
The Govern­ 
m ent has oow come to the people’s aid, 
and by constructing storage basins in the 
m ountains and saving the w inter’s water 
supply for sum m er use, these arid lands 
can be made productive and populous. 
The committee now on its tour of observa­ 
tion will visit the southern portion of the 
State and gather facts and data for present­ 
ation to Congress, and the prospect is that 
great changes are in store for that section.”

HOBS OK THE STAGE. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE PEOPLE WHO 
CONSTITUE THEM. 


T h e “ S u p e r’* a n d th e C h o ru s G irl A lik e 


A xpiro to a P la c e a n d th e C a st— 
F a m e a n d D isa p p o in tm e n t. 


This is the season of the year when the 
young man who is in hard luck and has a 
passion for theatricals besieges the stage 
door and applies for a place on the list 
“supers,” aud the young girl with a good 
form and pretty face calls at the dramatic 
agency to look for a place in the spectacu­ 
lar or operatic chorus. 
The regular stock 
super is a study. As a general thing Dame 
Nature has been unkind to him in many 
ways. 
She has neglected to give to him a 
handsome face or manly form, and she has 
bereft him of vocal and elocutionary ad­ 
vantages or the aptitude to tise above an 
armor bearer. 
A crowd of “supers” around a stage door 
constitutes a picturesque group in their 
every-day attire, and they are none the 
less picturesque when they don the stage 
tinsel and the tin armor. Theii cotton 
fleshings usually fit them like the skin on 
a dried prune, and their armor hangs about 
them in curious shapes. 
The property 
togas of theatrical companies are made to 
fit everybody, aud it is impossible to have 
them look good on the gaunt, bony speci­ 
mens of mankind that usually enlist in the 
supernumerary ranks. 
Some of them have aspirations for his­ 
trionic fame, and among the motley crowd 
you will sometimes find a man of educa­ 
tion and refinement, who, through reverses 
of fortune, has taken to this last resort to 
earn an honest dollar and perchance some 
day play a speaking part. 
When “ Paul 
K auvar” was produced at the Standard 
Theater, in New York, there was a super 
in the mol» who came of a wealthy English 
family, aud who never knew what it was 
to soil his hands with labor until his dis­ 
sipated habits caused his father to discon­ 
tinue his allowance, and he joined the 
mob for the paltry sum of 50 cents a night. 
In the audience he recognized “ chappies” 
whom he had dined and fair ladies who 
had accepted his gifts of flowers, invita­ 
tions to the opera and drives on the avenue 
time and time again. 
They did not recog­ 
nize him, for he was thoroughly disguised 
as an Anarchist in old clothes and a red 
shirt. 
His feelings on these occasions can 
better be imagined than described. 
He 
carefully avoided his old haunts, ar.d 
shared the room of an old friend, who 
kept his secret. 
He was a useful, intelli­ 
gent super, and has since risen to an envi­ 
able position in the profession. 
He is, of 
course, traveling under a fictitious name, 
and will undoubtedly climb higher, when 
I shall be glad to record his advancement 
and relate the story of his debut. 
Among 
those who apply for these minor positions 
on the stage are young men in fairly good 
circumstances who are ambitious to make 
a beginning on the stage and in a week or so 
become the 
legitimate rivals of Bar­ 
rett, 
Booth 
or Keene. 
They do not, 
as 
a 
rule, 
survive 
the 
first per­ 
formance, 
when 
they 
find 
that 
if 
they have anything at all to do it is to 
yell “Ay, ay” or “We do,” or something 
equally stirring and eloquent in response 
to a question addressed by the leading man 
to the mob, the soldiers or the assembled 
citizens as the ease may be. 
And when 
they find that they have to associate with 
some pretty tough specimens of humanity 
their ambition to shine resplendent would 
be nipped in the bud, then wither and 
soon decay. 
The average young girl who leaves a 
sewing machine, a counter or a feather 
foundry, to try her fortunes on the stage is 
another interesting study. 
Dame Nature 
has perhaps been more kind to her in be­ 
stowing upon her a well-molded limb, a 
tiny foot, a slender waist and surmounting 
it all with well-poised head and a pretty 
face. 
She has only to look in the glass to 
see all these things, and she resolves to 
turn them to some lucrative use. 
When 
she applies to the manager, he appreciates 
her attractions, engages her services at a 
salary far beyond what she could make by 
toil and drugery for ten hours a day. 
Sometimes she rises to a high place on tlie 
opera burlesque stage or becomes a clever 
dancer in the spectacular line. 
Others 
who are less fortunate in the possession of 
attractive elements and have good voices, 
manage to procure fleshings made sym­ 
metrical by a careful sprinkling of lamb’s 
wool in the proper places, and the bald­ 
headed auditors in the front rows are just 
as well pleased. 
They are not of the class 
from which the generality of supers are 
enlisted, and more educated and refined 
girls can be found in the chorus than the 
public would believe. 
Speaking of made-up forms, I am re­ 
minded of what Bolossy Kiralfy told me 
when he was selecting the chorus for 
“Mathias Sandorf.” 
He claims, and 
I 
have no reason to doubt him, that he can 
tell the size and shape of a woman’s limb 
by the careful scrutiny of her fingers. The 
method he employs is simple, and in de­ 
tail is substantially 
as 
follows: 
The 
knuckle joint shows the size of the hip, 
the second joint the shape and size of the 
knee, and the first joint the height of the 
instep; the tip of the nail shows the length 
of the foot; the wrist, compared with the 
width of the open hand, shows the size of 
the waist, and the amount of flesh on the 
fatty part ot the thumb indicates the size 
of the calf. 
He says that he is seldom de­ 
ceived by this method, and is thus enabled 
to select his chorus without the necessity 
of donniug fleshings to test their eligibil­ 
ity. 
He says that he would prefer girls 
for his chorus who have done hard work; 
that is, if they l.ave any shape or beauty 
at all. 
They are usually well developed 
and muscular, aud what flesh there is on 
them is solid and firm. 
The» can stand 
any amount ‘of dancing, and do not tire 
with long traveling. 
It is only within the 
Íiast lew years that operatic and sjiectacu 
ar managers have taken to American 
chorus gills. 
There was a time when 
they thought they could not get along 
without the French and German girls, but 
now they prefer the Americans to all 
others. 
They are more tractable, easier to 
instruct and manage, and their beauty of 
form and feature is conceded to be far 
above those of any other nation. 
Mjieaking of the intelligence of some of 
the chorus girls, it might also tie added 
that many of them are refined, and a good 
many of them would pass muster in the 
upper circles. 
Many a chorus girl has a 
social history that would make a volume 
in itself. 
I have now in mind two young 
girls, both as charming creatures as society 
can boast of, and as pretty as they are 
charming. 
Both left good families to try 
their luck upon the boards, and both have 
been fairly successful. 
One was the wife 
of a well-to-do publisher, who was so jeal­ 
ous of his wife's beauty that he made life 
a burden to her, and fiaally left her with 
a chubby baby to support. 
She was a 
patient mother, and when the little one 
died refused all her further support from 
her father and joined Adonis D ixie’s 
chorus. 
She rose gradually, and now plays 
a leading role in one of the big burlesque 
companies. 
The other young girl is a Southerner 
by birth, aud a refined, amiable little 
creature. She saw Robert Mantcll play 
with Fanny l>avenport in “Fedora,” and 
made up her mind to cut loose from soci­ 
ety and go on the stage. 
She came to New 
York and joined the Casino chorus. 
She 
received a monthly allowance from her 
grandmother, and was able to spend a 
good deal to cultivate her voice. 
She 
placed herself in Sehalke’s care, and I 
heard a day or two ago that she would 
soon blossom out as a vocal wonder. These 
are only two of the many who have risen 
from the ranks.
